is such that the holder of these notes can 
emand 
gold and the treasury official# 
feel bound to redeem them in the sort of

demanded. 
Thus

amounted to a purchase of silver fiullio 
with gold, and \s as practically an effort 
to “ bull' the price of silver by excessive 
purchases 
The functions of the govern 
ment were by this law perverted to sus­ 
tain the price of a product. 
Such a poli 
ry attempted in regard to wheat, wool or 
any other product would have been de­ 
clared unconstitutional. 
There i« nothing in the rejection of such 
a policy 
that amounts to a declaration 
against the future use of silver as money. 
It is simply the abandonment of a plan 
that in itself was wrong theoretically, 
contrary to Hu* spir t of the constitut on 
and not productive of good results. 
The 
possible use of silver under correct condi­ 
tions is now as wide open as before and is 
actually enhanced for the reason tlmt any 
movement toward a sifer utilization of 
silver as money could only have been at 
tamed by first wiping mit the law that 
created adverse cniulilioos 
Silver yvill continue to be a part of »ur 
currency sy stem unaffected by the action 
of Monday, but to enlarge the scope of its 
usefulness new laws 
will have to be 
trained 
I hese may now In* considered 
without the embarassiuent of heavy pur 
cha«es of stiver bullion, w hich amaze and 
alarm the commercial world.
